Vanconver l.sland paper.s and private 
letters give a very meluiicholy pictur-o of 
state of that colony. It appuitr.s ihnt ii 
short titiie before the departure of the late 
Governor the Colonial ' Office sent out a 
.Mr. Birch, to bo Colonial Secretary, and 
in liio interregnum between the departure 
of one Governor and the arrival of the 
next he becaino the acting Gnvernor. 
Not only the usual evils that have alway.s 
followed the advent to power of a man 
utterly iguornnt of the conntry be has the 
tni.sforluiio to rule, fell upon this unlucky 
colony, but also thoso evils were coii- 
liiiued, and increased, on the nniviil of 
the new Governor, by the iiillneiicu Mr 
Birch retained, aa chief adviser of the new 
reign. Contrary to the general wishes of 
the country, tbo Government, on the 
union of tho Island with British Coulmbia, 
iciuoved the seat of Govoriiinent to the 
mainland. But on finding, by ei-jierieiiee 
the evil rcstiils of that step, which it 
ouf^ht to haue been able to aiilicipato by 
the wisdom of competent advisers, if it 
had possessed them, or bad listened to 
them. It was coiupclled to return and re- 
establish itself in Victoria. This in itself 
indicated no slight want of forcsiylu in a 
governinent, but it would if it had stood 
uloue, been a comparatively small grounil 
of oomplaint. Uafortuuatelj, it docs not 
stand alone. The chief and most just 
complaint of tbe people ia tha great ex» 
pensiveness of the frovernineut, tbe large 
iiniuber of oiricials employed, great onongli 
for a Iciugdoin, at the cost of a by no 
means wealthy people, and tho neglect of 
sound advice (offered by tiiose who have 
a real stake in the' country,) by the Gov- 
ernor and bis Secretary, thrust upon the 
colony by rjjen who by distance, us well 
as by want of iuforrjiation, are totally imfit 
to hold supreme control. To goverji 8,0ilU 
white people, with a revenue of 8350,000 
(an enormous revenue it seems to us at a 
distance,) they have a governor with n 
salary e.'cceediiig $lo,000, and so large u 
staff of hungry oUici.ils pres.sing on the 
community, tliat the incomu will full short 
ot tho expeniliture i)y one iialf. It will 
require SToO.OUO lo meet the extravagant 
demands of :he government for 8,QPP' peo- 
ple, being 887.50 per bead for iljo cost of 
ruling this offieial-ridden comrauniiy — a 
cost greater than iliiit of Great lli'itiiiii. 
with all its fleets imd urmies, aiui burden- 
ed with the obligiilions of centuries 
There is some doubt expressed whether, 
in this wretched state of uffuirs, tho Gov 
ernor will consent to a reduction of bis 
salary to $12,500 |)er annum, wMch, at 
thai ainonnt, is twice m large as the 
l"")pl''. of Ciiliforiiia find it neco.ssary to 
pay their Governor for sii|)eriiiteiidillg the 
interests of nearly 400,000 people i The 
colonial paperit and people seem to tbink 
that most of these evils are to be atiii- 
butcd to the hani.-fill presence and ndvice 
of Mr Birch, and thoy are just now sing- 
ing pipuns at Ins dcpariiir.-, and Imping 
they will never see him ajiain. lluvinL; 
seen hiin safoly on shipboard, I hey seem 
10 im.iginu all ili«ir evils are (roing with 
him, and that golden times will return, 
simply because one they believe to bo the 
G<iveruor'« worst adviser has departed. 
^'I'liis would r.ot be the o[)ln;o[i of calmer 
lookers on at a distunee. Tlie tiiith is 
that the evils of the colony are insi'pnru 
ble from Col ju al GlTuo adiniiiisiniiiDii , 
and nothing bliort ol full power placed in 
the hands of tho people themselves to ap- 
point their own officials, governors ex- 
cepted, and power to pay all tho otlicials, 
governor included, such sum.s ns tin- 
-revoijue will nfford to give for the ino.st 
efDcieiit services tlio colony can coininand, 
will improve their condition. It is 
not to be wondered at, if these evils and 
others of which the papers are full, have 
produced great discontent Two jjarties 
seem t(j have arisen, one in favor of an- 
nexation to tho StiUoH, ami the other in 
favor ol Uritish connexion, either through 
Uonfeileralion with the liastern Provin- 
ces, or by an improved local administra- 
tion, With full control by tbe people. 
This party naturally wishes to elicit 
expressions of sympathy and good feeling 
from the itihahituntB of this Dominion, 
and such sympathy should be freely given, 
together with ail tlio assistancu tho 
'dominion can give to help them to attain 
their most laudable object. It is for them 
to devise a plan to carry out tlioir wisli' s, 
and for the people of Canada to give 
every facility for carrying out that plan, 
that our government may find it possililu 
to render. Tbo people of tho neighboring 
State or Territory of Oregon iiavo the 
wisdom to see that fadlity of inter- 
communication is by far tho most certain 
method of attracting a popululioii to their 
State and of inaUing it great and power- 
ful. They therefore give to the railway 
necessary to their neighbors, and tc ail'ord 
aa oallet to their prodocd and an inlet to 
their immigrants, 11,000 acres to each 
mile of length of railway, and for the first 
hundred railos o State' aid of $10,000 per 
mile. This sooms nn enorraoiis grant for 
a new and poor Stiito to give at tlio very 
outset of its oxistencc, but it is no doubt 
true wisdom on oiio of tho^o practical 
points in which the American mind so fur 
Ibo .;13;U|||j, .; It Is an p«{i|plo 



that ought to have its effect not only on 
the Colony of Cohimbia, but also on tho 
Dominion. 10,000 acres for each mile of 
railway would bo giving the country for 
eight miles on each side of the railway to 
tho promoters of tho railway. If proper 
energy wero shown to see that tho com- 
pany made all due efforts to induce the 
settlement of a population along the line, 
no more economical mode of building 
I communications could be adopted. But 
that i*. has its great advantages must bo 
nppiirent, when wo consider that it is tho 
general plan adopted throughout the 
Stales, where a railway through an un- 
settled country is thought to l)e essential 
for Ihe duvelopinent of its resources. 
Wonld tho Intercolonial, through New 
lirunswick, have been cheaper if this plan 
had been adojited ? It is praciicuble 
through British Columbia? If not, why 
not? Why enn the great rising S^ate of 
Oregon do this with advantage, if Colum- 
bia cannot? It is certain that some 
sneli effort must be made by Columbia to 
comiiuinicato by railway with the great 
fertile Valloy of the SaKkatehewiin, if that 
country is ever to be (Ifoctually confed- 
erated with these Provinces It is 
equally certain that that portion of the 
line will have to be their own — made 
by their own resonrces and iufluenco. 
Canada may undertake tho lino to tho 
Il.d Hiver Settlement. Tho Valley of 
the Saskatchewan, if one-half so fertile as 
travellers have represented, may be left to 
its own development. It will assuredly 
bo made, uud be made to pay, for if Ore- 
gon, with its mountainous territory, can 
aH'ord 10 give, and induce n company to 
accojit, tho land condition it offers tor a 
Hallway, tho S iskaicliowaii Valley on n 
similar oiler will finil many speculators, 
American and British, to accept tho pros- 
pects it can hold forth. Time will ac- 
complish all these things, and the efforts 
of the people of Vancouver Island, ac- 
coinpiuiied with serious determination, 
will compel those now interested in 
extravagance and bad administration to 
give way. It must surely depend on the 
people themselves to have economical and 
wise rulers. If they show that they aro 
determined to rule themselves, the author- 
ities must give way ; obnoxious individ- 
uals must depart, and incompetent 
adininistralions must vanish. Thoy shall 
not ask in vain ■ for the sympathies of 
Canadians, who have gone through all 
those phases of bad government, and by 
their own energy and determination have 
overthrown all opposition and obstacles 
that stood in their way of sclf-govtrnment. 
.May British Colninbia do the satiio ; the 
people have the hearty sympathy and 
wishes of Canadians, and whenever a 
practicable plan of Confederation with 
the Dominion is devised, this people will 
give their energetic assisnancu lo bring it 
into operation, It would bo an evil day 
for this Dominion when Newfoundland ou 
tbo one flank and Columbia ou tho 
other, fell into tbe rapacious maw of the 
great Republic.
